The final returns of the Municipal Elections in Vienna are now to 
hand, and present a far more cheerful aspect than the partial results which 
were made known at the end of last week. Up to then the Liberals had 
only a majority of twelve over the anti-Semites, but with the forty-four 
Liberals elected at the beginning of this week, the Liberal party shows a 
splendid front in the face of the enemy, whom it beats by more than two to 
one, the numbers being ninety-seven Liberals, against forty-one anti-Semites. 
This happy outcome of the elections is largely due to the correct 
judgment shown by the electors of the first and second class, who practically 
represent the intelligence, the industry, the commerce, and the wealth of 
Vienna, and who have conclusively demonstrated that they regard the sub- 


-yersive policy of the anti-Semites as dangerous to the best interests 


of their great city. The results are a severe blow to the anti-Jewish 


arty, and counterbalance their successes at the Parliamentary | 


lections. Kar from obtaining that preponderating voice in the Council 
Chamber which those successes rashly led them to anticipate, the 
anti-Semites will return to the municipal parliament, for the first 
time in many years with diminished numbers. our entire districts of Vienna 
have been wrested from them, and many of the most prominent person- 
ages in their ranks have suffered overwhelming defeats. The attitude of the 
Government also gives every reason for satisfaction. [specially does this 
apply to the Minister of Commerce, Herr Bacquehem, who forbade the 
officials in his department from standing ag anti-Semitic candidates, and 
firmly held his ground despite an appeal from Prince Alois Liechtenstein, 
one of the recently elected members of that cult in the Reichsrath, that he 
should withdraw his prohibition. We cordially congratulate the people of 


Vienna, but above all our coreligionists, who have gone through a period of 


anxious suspense, on the verdict pronounced by them against the anti- 
Semites. 


It is interesting to see that the ladies of the Rothschild family have 
had it in their power to be dutifully useful to the Queen during Her Majesty’s 
well-earned holiday at Grasse. Having regard to the Queen’s visit to Baron 
Ferdinand de Rothschild last year, and to the great condescension and kind- 
ness with which Her Majesty has since treated his sister, Miss Alice de 
Rothschild, and Mrs. Cyril Flower, we shall probably not be wrong in con- 
tinuing to believe that it was owing to a suggestion from the accomplished 
owner of Villa Victoria that the Queen was induced to seek at Grasse that 
change of air, and respite from the cares of State which has proved so 
eminently beneficial to her. The relations of the English Court to the most 
distinguished Jewish families are such as to te a source of great satisfaction, 
and afford a marked contrast to the unfortunate spectacle displayed by another 
great Empire. 


Probably the two foremost living exponents of the German drama are 
Director Ludwig Barnay, of Berlin, and Herr Adolf von Sonnenthal, of 
Vienna. An interesting link between these great actors is the fact that 
they were born in the same house, with the result that they are life-long 
friends. Herr von Sonnenthal, whom the Emperor of Austria has raised to 
the ranks of the nobility, visited Berlin a few weeks ago, and was invited 
by Herr Barnay and his colleagues at a banquet, at which a brilliant com- 
pany assembled to do him honour. Among the guests were General Count 
von Wedell, Adjutant General'to the Emperor, General Verdy du Vernois, 
the late Minister of War, and many of the leading representatives of science 


WEDDINGS AT BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE.—There was a large gathering 
at the Berkeley Street Synegogue on Wednesday at the marriage of Mr. Julius 
D. Falk. a member of the Committee of the Jews' Free School, son of the lata Mr. 
Philip Falk, a former Warden of the synagogue, to Miss Rosalie May Levi, daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs. Marco E. Levi, of 20, Princes Square. The bride was attended by two 
charming little bridesmaids, her sister, Miss Dolce Levi, and her cousin, Miss 
Hilda Falk, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Salis Falk. At this synagogue additional 
solemnity is given to the wedding ceremony by the fact that the Ark is open 
during the whole of the service. The Scrolls of the Law are covered with white 
mantles, the colour, which is the emblem of purity, being thoronghly in keeping 
with the character of the occasion. Yesterday afternoon there ‘was another pretty 
wedding at the synagogue, when Mr. Eugene Pinto, a well known member of the 
Stock Exchange, was married to Miss Catherine Cohen, daughter of Mr. Levi 
Cohen, also of the Stock Exchange, and a member of the Council of the 
Synagogue. 

PROPOSED SYNAGOGUE AT PopLAR.—A deputation representing the Jews of 
Poplar, Blackwalland the immediate districts waited upon Mr. P. Ornstien, the 
Secretary of the United Synagogue, on Tuesday last, soliciting his advice and 
assistance in order to establish a synagogue at Poplar. The deputation stated that 
there were alarge number of Jewish residents in the district who were without 
synagogue accommodation, and that the number continued to increase week by 
week. The site of the proposed synagogue is at least two miles east of the syna- 
gogue in Stepney Green. Mr. Ornstien stated that if the deputation would furnish 
him with information as to the actual number of Jewish residents in the districts 
propored to be served, with other particulars bearing on the subject, he would 
submit the matter at an early date to the authorities of the United Synagogue, 
Probably, if the facts showed the necessity for the erection of a synagogue, the 
United Synagogue would no doubt co-operate with the promoters in the same 
manner as bad been done with the establishment of synagogues in other districts 
of London. The deputation promised to supply the necessary particulars.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[REUTER’S TELEGRAM. | 


Sr. Pererssura, Apri 13. 


The promulgation of a fresh measure of severity against the Jews is | 
expected at an early date. The nature of this new edict is as follows: In virtue 
of a law, which received the Imperial sanction, of 1865, Jewish artisans working 
as mechanics, or in breweries and distilleries, were authorised to live outside the 
pale in numbers proportionate to the local needs for such handicraftsmen. The 
Government, however, now finds that these Hebrew artisans have settled in too 
great numbers in parts of the empire where there is already an adequate supply of 
workmen of the Orthodox faith, and it aileges, moreover, that they concern 
themselves with matters foreign to their trade in such a manner as to injure the 
native Russians. In consequence, a Ukase is to be issued withdrawing from such 
Jewish workmen the privilege of living outside the limits assigned to the Jewish 
population, and ordering the expulsion of those who have already settled beyond 
the pale within which they will have to return. A term of grace of one year will 
be allowed to the persons thus dealt with if they possess no real property, and of 
two years if they own such property.- In the city of Moscow alone the number 
who will thus be compulsorily removed from their present dwellings will be 


‘about 14,000. Inasmuch, however, as the Governors of provinces will be per- 
mitted in case of need to extend the term of gp allowed to the Jews, those.who

I leain oni trustworthy authority that an entire expulsion of the Jews from 


the city and environs of Moscow is impending. This confirms the fears enter- 
tained by the Jewish residents of the historic capital since the first announcement 
of the Grand Ducal successor to Prince Dolgoroukoff in the Governor-General- 
ship of Moscow. The reports of a contemplated large expulsion of Jews from 
the city and government of Kieff require confirmation, but it is known that the 
ecclesiastical authorities, who just now wield an unusually powerful influence in 
the Imperial Council, look upon the Jewish quarter in Kieff asa sort of profana- 
tion of the sacred city of the Empire. In all the populous centres outside the | 
so-called Jewish pale the police are now prosecuting nocturnal raids and all Jews 
found capeovidad. with permissions de séjour, or whose legitimitation papers are 
not in the strictest order, are arrested and punished as vagabonds and thereafter 
sent back to their birthplaces. 


A Dalziel telegram from Paris states :-— 

The Matin publishes a special telegram from St. Petersburg, saying that it 
has been decided to interdict the entry into Russia of all foreign newspapers 
showing sympathy for the Jews in general, and above all for the Jews doiniciled 
in Russia. The Minister of the Interior, M. Dournovo, has made a special report 
upon the subject to the Emperor. In a short time more stringent measures still 
are to be taken against the Jews. It is contemplated to forbid their residence in 
all the large towns of the Empire, in addition to the interdiction which already 
exists in St. Petersburg, Moscow and Riga.

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THE NEW GRAND: RABBI OF PARIS. 


Yesterday week the Consistoire Israélite of Paris, reinforced by delegates 
appointed ad hoe by the Jewish communities in the capital, Versailles, Rouen and 
= 5. met for the Peper of selecting a Grand Rabbi of Paris to succeed M. 
Gadoc Kahn, now Grand Rabbi of France. Although the dignity of Grand Rabbi 
of the Central Consistory of Israelites in France, for sucl: is she official title, is 
greater than that of the Grand Rabbi of Paris, the position of the latter in Paris 
itself is more important than that of his titular chief. It was on this account 
that M. Zadoe Kahn hesitated some time before exchanging the oftice to which 
he had lent such brilliancy for that of Chief Pastor of the Jews in France. 

In conformity with a decree issued on September 12, 1872, the list of candidates 
for the Grand Rabbinate of Paris contained three names, and according to invariable 
custom the candidate appearing at the head of the list is the one chosen 
by the Consistoire Central with whom the definitive appointment rests, 
pubject of course to the sanction of the Government, which will be 

iven in a decree signed by the President of the Republic. The Consistoire, 
exclusive of the delegates, had met on Monday week and placed the candidates 
in the following order : M. J. H. Dreyfuss, Grand Rabbi of Belgium, M. Isaac 
Lévy, Grand Rabbi of Bordeaux, and M. Alfred Lévy, Grand Rabbi of Lyons. 
On Thursday when a plenary sitting was held under the presidency of Baron 
Gustave de Rothschild, President of the Consistoire Israélite of Paris, the 
delegates voted for M. Dreyfuss, whose election was contirmed by the Consistoire 
Central on Wednesday last. All three candidates had special qualifications for the 


post, but it was the sermon which M. Dreyfuss preached on the 13th ult. in~ 


the Metropolitan Synagogue, the Teinple in the Rue de la Wictoire, that turned 
the scale in his favour. In fact an informal meeting of tie Consistoire was 


held on the same day when a strong majority was shown to exist for M. | 


Dreyfuss. | 

M. Jacques Dreyfuss, who is 46 years old, is a native of Alsace, where his 
father still exercises rabbinical functions as Rabbi of the congregation at Saverne. 
M. Dreyfuss, senior, being now a German subject, it was feared in some quarters 
that this fact would make his son a persona inqgrata with the Government, but 
these fears are, we believe, groundless. In 1873, after leaving the Seminary, M. 
Jacques a acu was appointed Rabbi of Sedan, a post which had just then been 
created. e was elected Grand Rabbi of Belgium in 1880, but has never 
renounced his rights as a French citizen. He has made himself extremely 


popular in Brussels, and there is every reason to anticipate that equal popularity 


awaits him in his new and greater sphere of action. 


A correspondent, under the signature of “ One Who Knows,” writes: The 
election of M. Dreyfuss, as Grand Rabbi of Paris, was a foregone conclusion, 
five months ago, among all persons jn France who take interest in these matters. 
M. Dreyfuss wasthe nominee of a very pal, and influential circle in Paris, and has 
been preferred over men his senior not only in age but in services to the French 
Rabbinate and of far greater talent. France unfortunately does not possess a 
healthy Jewish , as in England, where opinions are freely ventilated. The 
Jewish papers here in Paris are read by few and with great indifference, 
otherwise such a farce as the present election would not have been allowed to 
pass unchallenged. It is a known fact that men of great talent and eloquence 
would not even present themselves as candidates, knowing well that the post 
was practically given away beforehand. Even the Grand Rabbi of Bordeaux, 
again last December in Paris, intimated only the 
previous day his inability or unwillingness to do so. Of the elect of Paris I 
have nothing to say, as I'do not know him either personally or by repute. 
I only write these lines to show how such important posts are given away when 
other men entitled to them are passed over.

HUSBAND AND WIFE. 
TE effects of the recent legal pronouncement in the now famous Clitheroe 
case continue to grow in gravity and importance. Custom more than law 
no doubt regulates the general notions as to the relations between hus- 
band and wife, but this custom, to be efficient, needs the sanction of 
law to uphold it and make it universally binding. The mere suggestion 
that marriage is a contract holding only at the will of the wife, is likely to 
work its own realization, in cases where the bonds of affections are fragile or 
the sense of moral obligation wanting. To the Jew such a view of the 
marriage bond is altogether inconceivable and detestable. Jewish life 


only, safe-guard to the home. 
It is a not uncommon delusion that the tendency of Jewish law is in 
the very opposite direction ; that the wife, instead of possessing the danger- 


whatever. That in a limited sense the Jewish husband occupies a position 
of legal superiority is not to be denied. But a similar inequality prevails in 
English law too, and until recently in an even more marked degree. It is 
sometimes supposed that a Jewish husband can divorce his wife on the most 
trivial grounds, while the wife has no redress at all in case of her husband’s 
illtreatment of her. Yet by the law of England a husband can obtain a 
divorce on grounds, which would not be held sufficient were the wife the 
petitioner. From natural causes, whieh no:legal amendments can entirely 
alter, the positions of the two parties to the marriage contract must neces- 
sarily be different in essential points. 

Still it must never be forgotten that nowhere are homes happier and 
family life more ideally perfect than among Jews. We have not stood still 


‘with the maroh of the ages. The stream has been with us in one direotion,viz,, 


towards the idealization of marriage, Rassenc Gersrom in the eleventh 
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century had gauged Jewish feeling very accurately when he ventured to pro- CORRESPONDENCE. 


hibit polygamy among his brethren. We are not concerned now to enter 
into the pros and cons of the original justification for a system which has be- 
come completely out of touch with Jewish ideas. Suffice it to say that polygamy 
is now so foreign to Jewish notions that even in Utah we are credibly 
informed Jewish settlers did not adopt the current Mormon habit. Ransenv 
Gersuom went further, and placed the wife on a nearer equality with the 
husband when he enacted that a divorce was not to be granted to the husband 
without the wife’s consent. Nor have cases been unknown in which the 
Beth Din has at the wife’s instigation foreed the husband to grant her a 
divorce. Especially was this the case with levirate marriages ; for the cere- 
mony of Chalitzah, which frees the brother’s widow from a life-long bar to a 
second marriage, has often been insisted upon by the legal authorities in the 
wife's interest. 

The basis of the Jewish law and custom on the subject of marriage 
rights was the mutual respect of husband and wife. The man who fully 
realises the highest ideal is he “‘who loves his wife as himself and 
honours her more than himself.” In the marriage document the 
husband undertakes, . besides heavy material obligations, formally to 
treat his wife with every honour. In the Jewish ethical literature 
over and over again one meets with such exhortation as the following, “ The 
husband must not act as tyrant nor canse himself to be unduly feared in his 
household.” ‘ Act not harshly to your wile nor address her angrily ; if 
your left hand has thrust her off, let your right hand draw her lovingly to 
you again.” ‘These maxims were no idle words but were acted upon fully. 
The husband had no legal right to strike his wife. According to the high 
authority of R. Tam he was liable to the same punishment as if he had 
struck a stranger—a view of the case which English magistrates are scarcely 
wont to hold. Yet it was no ungrounded boast that Meir of Rothenburg 
uttered when he claimed that ‘it was very rare for a Jewish husband to 
strike his wife, as is common with the adherents of other creeds.” And 
generally speaking, a remarkable fact impresses itself very strongly on the 
student of Jewish mediaeval history in particular. Practice excelled theory, 
and high as was the position that the wife occupied on paper, yet, as the teacher 
of her children and as the honoured partner of her husband’s joys and 
sorrows, ¢n fact her position was higher still. 

On the other side, her husband was to be her all in all. She was to 
honour him, but needed no counsel to do so. If her position was legally 
that of an inferior, she somehow does not appear to have felt the burden of 
her inferiority. One must always judge in these matters by experience and not by 


a priori theorising. So with another matter. Can made-up marriages lead to hap-: 


piness ? The question is not whether they can, for the fact is that under care- 
fal limitations, they often do. One hears very little complaint on the part of 
Jewish wives on this head until quite modern times. Made-up marriages do not 
accord well withthe present situation of Jews inEuropean countries,and for that 
reason areless general than in the East, but they are still common 
enough among us. How little the romantic novelist view of marriage 
is really at variance with the operations of the shadchan may be 
seen from the popular proverb originally derived from Jewish sources 
that ‘‘ marriages are made in heaven.” In the course of the long history o 
Judaism, marriage has indeed become a divinely ordered sanctitication. With 
us the wedding ceremony of the synagogue is renewed in.the hallowing of 
the home-rites. The “seven blessings” recited under the marriage-canopy 
are identically repeated at the festive board whereat the bridegroom and bride 
with their gladsome friends rejoice. Such a bond as this, whose golden chains 
forged in the heart are fastened first before Gon and then before man, 
is not a contract to be dissolved at will. 

In England, perhaps more than anywhere else, the general view held o 
marriage has hitherto agreed very fairly with the view taught by Judaism 
Owing toa rule of procedure, it is impossible that the judgment of the 
Court of Appeal can be reversed by the House of Lords. But a different 
judgment may be given in a new case, or in a new phase of the Jackson 
litigation, and the legislature may be forced by public opinion to make 

the necessary alterations in the law regulating the subject. For us it remains 
to go on in the direction in which Judaism has long been advancing ; to 
strengthen rather than to weaken the mutual responsibilities of 
husband and wife, to make legal provision for the inevitable cases 
in which the, marriage tie must be dissolved, but only in the 
interests of morality, and as a safeguard to the well-being of the 
great majority of men and women, It will be a happy day for England 
_ when, as we are confident must soon*happen, the law once again places itsel 
on the side of civilization by opening the door less readily to those who 
would shirk the responsibility on which the foundations of socjety are based.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I shall be greatly obliged if you will give insertion in your valuable 
paper to a few lines in reply to Mr. N. L. D. Zimmer's letter, ‘“ The Elections to 
the Austrian Reichsrath,” published in your issue of the 8rd inst. With all 
respect.to Mr. Zimmer’s orthodoxy and piety I am ‘constrained to state that he is 
altogether mistaken in his conclusions, and that he forgets that as an orthodox 
Jew he may not harbour superstitious notions, much less promote them. 
whereby he commits a sin, seeing that Holy Writ emphatically prohibits super- 
Nevertheless, Mr. Zimmer ventures to write about matters of which he 
knows nothing. I especially refer to his remarks on the elections in Vienna, the 
results of which, he declares, were influenced by religious motives. I deny that 
the anti-Semites were particularly victorious in the elections for Vienna, although 
they spent large sums of money. The campaign of the anti-Semites was directed 
against Jewish capital and industry, but in no way against the Jewish religion. 
To aver -hat the latter was the case is, to say the least, an exaggeration on the part ofa 

fanatic who would bring us Jews back to the darkness of remote ages. Mr. 
Zimmer cannot be more orthodox than was Moses himself. 

It may be some consolation to Mr. Zimmer to learn that in the new 
Reichsrath eight Jews have seats, of which no less than five are for con- 
stituencies in Vienna itself. When we consider that the Jews in that city 
number 30,000 in a total population of about a million, and that they carried 
so large a proportion of seats as five, your readers will be able to form their 
own conclusions whether the elections had anything in common with religion. 
To maintain, as Mr. Zimmer does, that the anti-Semites were sucvessful because 
the Jews in Vienna have for several years expunged the Piyutim from the 
ritual is simply absurd. In Troppau, Krems, Tetschen and Baden (near Vienna) 
the Jews are as great reformers as, if not greater than, their coreligionists in 
Vienna. Yet the anti-Semites did not gain the day in those places. Can 
Mr. Zimmer give any reason for this result, which is so much opposed to his 
theory? Is it, perhaps, because there are no pious anti-Semites in the localities — 
just named ? |

Alexander and published in your last issue. I beg to say that his stafements are 
wholly false, I grant-that he may wish to make a name before the Council, but he 
should speak the truth and make some enquiries before he brings reckless charges 
of such a nature against a place of worship, where over 1,000 of his brethren (if 
he will claim them) assemble to pray every Sabbath, besides attending morning

Mr. Jas. H. Loewe, the President, wrote you a letter, which you kindly pub- 
lished some few weeks back, which Mr. Alexander must have read, and I cannot 
sufficiently express my surprise, that in the face of it he should make such 
unfounded assertions.

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OLD CASTLE STREET SYNAGOGUE, 


On Sunday last the Old Castle Street Synagogue was re-consecrated and re. 
opened. The Synagogue was closed last year in consequence of the action taken by 
the fanitary Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians. The old building was 
ulled down and the prerent one erected upon the same site. The transformation 
on been remarkable ; in the place of the narrow and dingy building, there now 
stands a synagogue which might well serve as a model for any other Chevra in the 
East End. The present building , which is approached through a neat and roomy 
vestibule, is forty feet in length and thirty feet wide. There are seats for 235 persons, 
120 being in the Jadies’ gallery. The difficulty of providing good light and ventilation 
has been successfully surmounted by an open roof with lantern light aod ventilators. 
The Ark, which ia of fine proportions, is surmounted by two glass tablets on which 
the Ten Commandments are written, and these in their turn have on either side a 
handsome stained glass window having been all formerly in the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue and presented by the congregation to the new building with the 
approval of the Council of the United Synagogue, The Ark was covered witha 
magnificent mantle, handsomely embroidered, which had upon it letters of gold 
recording that it was the gift of the wives of the members of the Synagogae. The 
building was erected at a cost of £1,100 from the designs of Mr. Lewis Solomon, of 
55, New Broad Street, by Mes+rs. Coulsell Bros., of Bouwell Street, Bethnal Greer. 
Amongst those present were the Revs. B. Spiers, Dr. Lerner, H. Benmosche, E. Claff 
and H. Davids. Dr. Dukes, Messrs, J. Davidsohn, M. Cohen, E. Coulsell, Morris 
Harris. A. Goldman, Mark Moses, 8. 8. Oppenheim, M. Stern, Lewis Solomon, S.

Mr. SAMUEL MontTaGu, M.P., who, on his arrival, was met by the Honorsry 
Officers of the synagogue, formally fixed the memorial stone (executed by Messrs. 
Harris and Son, of Beaumont Street), which bore the following inscription, * This 
building was opened by Samuel Montagu, Esq., M.P., 12th 
April, 1891. Building Committee: M. Moses, President; H. Green, Treasurer ;

The Scrolls of the Laws were brought int» the synagogue whilst the Rev. Dr. 
Adler proclaimed, “Open unto me the gate of righteousvess” and “ How goodly are 


thy tents O Jacob!” The customary seven circuits were made, the procession 


passing under a Chupah erected in front of the Ark. The usual Afternoon Service 
was then read by the Rev. M. Hast, Reeder of ths Great Synagogue. The Dedi- 
cation sermon was delivered by the Rev. Dr. Adler, who said: Jn Exodus, ch. 4, 
v. 17, we were told “ And it came to passin the first thonth in the second year, on 
the first day of that month, that the tabernacle was reared up,” and further that 
the festival of the consecration lasted a week. The first period of the month of 
Nisan was preferentially selected for the purpose of cons¢crating a Synagogue. The 
Great Synagogue was consecrated by his great grand uncle, Rabbi Tebele Schiff, 
the Central, and the North London by his father, the New West End Synagogue, and 
several in the Provinces were consecrated by himself, all in the month of Nisan. It 
was fit that we should thus evidence our love for God, for it was during that 
month that God ehowed his love for his people by their redemption from Egypt. 
He congratulated the members upon finishing the synagogue in time to worship in 
it during Paseover, and to return their thanks to the Lord for the wondrous 
deliverance from Egypt. He highly praised the members for the sacrifices they 
had made to re-erect that synagogue, and hoped that their progress would not be 
long crippled by the debt of £400 which still remained upon it. He would select 
his text ia accordance with the name of the Chevra, “ Peace and Truth,” from 
Zachariah ch. 8, v 19, “Love the truth and peace.” Truth as the most important 
was placed first in the text, and although peace was of high import he would counsel 
them to reverse the order of words in the name of their chevra. They are told 
that the Law was truth, and if they then observe the truth they would carry out 
the precepts of the Law. Dr. Adler then addressed the congregation in German, 
saying that as the words on Sinai were spoken so as to be understood by every 
class so he would address them in the words which would be clearest to them, In 
every state, in every condition he adjured them tw stand firm by the truth. The 
Psalms of David were full of references to his hatred of falsehood. The word for 
truth, the only word, was M2X—for lies there were many forms of expression 
but there was only one truth, whilst falsehood appeared in many guises. They 
should not lie about their goods, or hide any faults in their work, so that 
caveat emptor (“ let the buyer beware”), need not apply to them. Untruths led 
to most serious effects. Bad food sold as good had led to loss of life, 
and many persons were ¢elling food for Passover as specially prepared when this was 
not the case, and persons ate Chomet: unwittingly. The worst of all forms of un- 
truth was bearing false witness at the Beth Din or the Police Courts. Chillu/ 
HTashem (profanation of the Holy name) and other evil consequences ensued. Truth 
was not alone right, but it was proverbially “the best policy,” those who tell the 
truth get on bestin life. A we'l-known millionaire of New York asked for the 
secret of his success replied, ‘‘ten per cent. and no lies.” A man once discovered 
lying was not believed when he told the truth, Jacob would not believe his sons 
when they told him that Joseph lived after they had lied to him about Joseph's 
coat, Truth depended upon itself, but a lie once told required fresh lies to support 
1t. 
“Oh what a woful web we weave 
When first we practise to deceive.” , 
He would ask them to examine the word for the truth FM % &, the first, the 
middle and the last letter of the alphabet signifying that truth should be the 
beginning, the middle and the end of everything, the numeral signification of MON 
was nine, the number which multiplied however much always again produced nine. 
Coming to the latter part of his text “ peace,’ he hoped that it would always 
reign amongst them, that in the synagogue, in their business, in their houses they 
would meet in peace, remembering that a kind word turneth away wrath. The 
sermon concluded with an earnest prayer. Donations amounting to £60 were 
remit o The Prayer for the Queen and Royal Family and Psalm cl. terminated 
service. 


' JEWISH HOME AND HospPItaL FOR INCURABLES.—Tre first annual report 
and balance sheet of this institution has been issued to the Life Governors and Sub- 
acribers in anticipation of the general meeting on the 26th inst. The report states 
that the income amounts to £900 per annum,and is contributed by about 1,500 persons, 
the majority of whom do not belong to the wealthy classes. The enthusiasm with 
which the cause has been taken up by canvassers of both sexes has overridden all 
opposition. In the course of three months they called on about 5,000 families 
residing chiefly in the East End ; this unprecedented house to house canvass was fol- 
lowed by the giving of free concerts where the scheme was placed before the public 


and an active canvass carried on during the intervals with the greatest success. 


The balance sheet is made up tothe endof the year and shows that during the first 
year the expenditure has not exceeded the income, and there is therefore a balance 
on the right side—usually a difficult task for a new institution to accomplish. The 
institution had started with ten inmates, but the number now in the Home is four- 
teen, (in eddition to which there are about 25 applications for’ admission. The 
inmates are maintained at an average weekly cost of twenty-one shillings per 
inmate. The amouct compares favourably with kindred charities, in some of which 
the cost amounts to thirty shillings per patient. The Managers hope at no distant 
time to extend the Home, on one side of which there is ground available for buildlng 
purposes. In addition to £780 from subscriptions, the income included £647 
derived mainlyfrom donations, payments on account of patients, and collecting

| FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES. 


_ The Annual General Meeting of members of all the Synagogues comprised in 
the Federation of Synagogues was held on Sunday 1. st at the Jewish Working Men's 
Club, Great Alie Street, when about 400 persons were present. Mr. SAMUEL 
MonTAGU, M_P.. President, occupied the Chair. 

The proceedings were opened by the reating of the Afternoon Service by the 
Rev. H. Benmosche, the Reader of the Spital Square Synagague. 

The CHAIRMAN in moving the adoption of toe R-port, which was printed in 
Jiidisch and English, and asummary of which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of 
February 20tb, said that he congratulated the meeting upon the progress of the 
Fe*eration. Daring the past year it had received much consideration from various 
institutions, prominent amoagst other attentions being the invitation of Lord 
Rothschild to send eight delegates to the Conference on the Ribbinate Question 
held last year. He regretted that the good feeling which had been shown 
by the noble President of the United Synagogue had not been upheld 
the members of the Council, and that the representation of the Federation 
at the election of the Chief Rabbi had been limited to two votes. It was, 
in his opinion, a great pity that a money rstio had been fixed a: the basis of 
the representation. He held that the poor man's shilling entailed as much, and per- 
haps more sacrifice than the rich man’s pound. Every congregation should contri- 
bute to the Chief Rabbi's Fund, and the voting test should be willingness to 


of its means. Ifin the future, he hoped it would bea very distant futare, a reform 


and orthodox candidate rivalled one another for the post of Chief Rabbi, and the 


money: bags ruled the voting, orthodoxy would suffer. The establishment of the 
F-ederatiow had drawn the attention of the community to the needs of the East 
End, and many advantages had ensued to the Jewish residents in the district. He 
was glad that the Council of the United Synagogue were about to elkkct another 
Dayan and he hoped that the gentleman would be an accession to the district, and 
be in complete accord with the inhsbitamts. The establishment of a Shomeri 
Shabbos Society under the auspices of Dr. Lerner had effected much benefit to a 
number of Jewish workmen by enabling them to take their work home to their em- 
ployers and be paid on Thursday night instead of on the Sabbath. He hoped they 
would assist Dr. Lerner by their example as well as by their advice, Coming tothe 
report which had been issued concerning the Chedarim, he admitted that the criti- 
cism on some of the institutions was perhaps a little too severe, but it was probably 
the outcome of the zeal of those who had drafted it. The criticism was, however, 
frank and well intended. He did not desire to abolish the Chedarim. On the con- 
trary, he was anxious to utilise all that was good in them, and to weed out all that 
was bad. He respected the sacrifices which the poor parents made t» send 
their children to these classes in order that they should receive a good religious 
education. He did not wish to depreeate the Chedarim, or the Melamdim who 
taught in them, but there was no question that in the Jarge majority of cases the 
surroundirgs were insanitsry and unhealthy. There was an enormous proportion 
of deaths among children ia the community, they forming over three-quarters of 
the total number, and he could not help feeling that the want of good sanitation 
had much to do with this +tate of things. He asked the parents not to abolish the 
Chedarim, but to take steps to bring about their removal to rooms where they could 
send their children withont fear. They would probably be aware that during the 


establish the medical department which had formerly been of great service to the 
Jewish poor, and would beso more than ever if it were re-established. He would 
draw the attention of the meeting to the reductions in the fares which had been 
‘made at theinstance of Lord Rothschild and Mr. Marcus Adler by the North Metro- 
politan Tramways Company. He hoped that they would remove toa mile or two 
further east. The lodgings would be as cheap, and probanly cheaper, and they 
could save the cost of riding in the reduction of rent. He would be glad to seea 
moderate sized synagogue erected in the neighbourhood of the People’s Palace, and 
he believed that it would attract fresh Jewish residents tw that district. The 
question of the Colonisation of Palestine had latterly occupied some attention, and 
although he fully recognised that those associated with the movement were actuated 
by the most pious motives, and he would not like to damp the ardour of the 
thousands who favoured the movement, he could not admit that the scheme seemed 
to him a practical one under existing circumstances. The time mightone day arrive 
when a large numberof Russian Jews might be settled in Palestine under inter- 
national guarantees. Although he sympathi:ed with the movement he would be 
sorry to see that any inducement that he would hold out would avwate any persons 
in putting their hard-earned savings into the project. He was a practical man, and 
could not support a scheme until he saw that it was a practical one. H+ would in 
conclusion impress them with the absolute necessity for concord. The Federation 
had hitherto prevented a split ia the community, and it would only be by 
and concord that their institutions could hope to blessed with succese. (Chee:s.)

Mr. S. ANSEL said that the real point at iesue was being obscured, and it was 
that the rooms were unhealthy. and not fit for young children to be in.

During the previous week he had during his work in connestion with the census

Free School was not correct. He was informed by the Secretary of that institu- 
tion that seven hours’ religious inetraction per week was given in the lower 
standards, and nine hours’ per week in the higher standards. : 

Mr. JosEPH Levy said that he regarded the Chedarim 4s pillars of Judaism. 
London had almost as many synagogues as Jerusalem had, but good Jewish instruc- 
tion was sorely needed in the metropolis. He believed that the insanitary condition 
of the Chedarim was exaggerated and would point out that the children lived in 
roonis similar in many respects to the Chedarim.

Mr. Marcus N. ADLER, M.A., presided on Sunday afternoon in the large Hall 
of the Jews’ Free School, at the cistribution of prizes to the pupils attending the 
Sabbath Classes, held there under the auspices of the Jewish Association for the 
Diffusion of Religion Knowledge. 

The proceedings commenced with the singing of a Psalm by the choir, under 
the direction of Miss Lizzie Hart and Miss Kebecca Hart, both of the Jews’ Free 
school, who are to be congratulated on the distinct improvement which the singing 
showed on previous years’ performances of the choir. 

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A., Hon. Superintendent, read the report on the past 
year’s work. ‘The report states that the classes have been been carried on with their 
usual success and conducted by twenty-four ladies and gentlemen, who assist him 
as honorary teachers with the same love and devotion as heretofore. The average at- 

ce contrasted somewhat unfavourably with that of the previous year, viz., 617 
as against 687, but this falling off is in part accounted for by the unusually inclement 
weather of the autumn, and chiefly by the establishment of Sabbath Schools now 
held in connection with the Synagogues in the East and North of London.. The 
Sabbath Classes of the Association welcomed the establishment of similar classes 
both in London and in the provinces. Thanks are tendered in the report to the 
authorities of the Jews’ Free School for the generous alacrity with which they 
offer their premises for the good work. Through their assistance opportunity is 

ven for teachers and pupils of many schools to meet on common ground on every 
Sabbath throughout the year. | 
The Rev. Dr. ADLER, who was received with cheers, then addressed the meet- 

. After expressing the gratification which his periodical visits to the Sabbath 

rn gave him, Dr. Adler said he earnestly hoped that there would be a con- 
siderable increase in the number of teachers so as t» enable the Committee to invite 
more children to attend, and to prevent the growth of classes too unwieldy for 
teachers to cope with, In respect to volunteering services as teachers, Christians 
showed an example which might well be imitated by Jews. Some of the highest 
placed Christians considered it a privilege to teach at Sunday Schools, Such was 
the case with a former Lord Chancellor, and he had read that the Postmaster- 
General in the United States travelled 140 miles every Saturday in order that he 
might be present the next day at his Sunday School. A report had just been issved 
by the Federation of Synagogues, which was mainly devoted to the condition of the 
Chedarim. He felt bound to say that as regards the Chedarim it was unjust to 
condemn all alike, for, from his personal experience, he believed that some of these 
classes were doing good work. The report criticised, and rightly so, the irregularity of 
the attendance, both at the Jew.’ Free School and at the Board Schools, during the 
hours of religious instruction. This cause operated in rendering the teaching in 
the Religion Classes not as effective and thorough asit should be. No remedy was 
indicated in the Report of the Federation, but the remedy was in the hands of the 
persons to whom it was a‘dressed. He, therefore, earnestly impressed on parents, 
and trusted that the Jewish ministers working in the East Rnd would follow his 
example, the high duty devolving on them of sending their children regularly to 
school. He also hoped that more classes, especially of an advanced character, 
would be formed at that Sabbath School. While he still lived in the City, he 
conducted a Rashi Class there in addition to expositions of Scripture on Friday 
evenings with the assistance of other students. Such classes ought to be organised, 
and he commended the suggestinn to the Jewish ministers in the East End, and 
especially to Dr. Lerner. . Adler concluded with some hearty expressions of 
encouragement and goodwill to the children, and was loudly cheered on leaving 
ya afterwards, in company with Mrs, Adler, to consecrate the Old Castle 

t Synagogue. 

The prizes having been distributed by Mr. Marcus ADLER, with the assistance 
of his little daughter. 3 

Mr, M. N. ADLER delivered an address. He said that not for the sake of getting 
prizes, but to obtain a knowledge of the word of God and of their holy religion, 
should children attend Sabba 
present. The work on the Sabbath was not intended to be drudgery, and the teachers 
made it as pleasant as possible. He had taken considerable part in the early work 
of the Ass.ciation, and especially of the Sabbath Classes, and he remembered that 
sometimes there were as many as 1,200 children in attendance. He was sorry to find 
that these numbers were not maintained at the present day, and earnestly hoped 
that parents would co-operate in bringing up the standard of attendance to the 
same high figure as in former years. Criticising the Report of the Federation Mr. 
Adler said that the reference to the lack of Jewish teachers at Settles Street Board 
School was incorrect. He wished that Dr. Lerner and those who worked with him 
would pay more visits to the homes of parents, and urge upon them, for it was their 
fault if their children did not learn enough, to send theie young ones more regu- 
larly and more promptly to schovl, both on weekdays and on Sabbaths. As regards 
the character of the Chedarim, while as a Rav’s son he woald be the last to find 
fault with the laudable desire of parents to provide their children with religious 
instruction, yet care should be taken that the mclamdim were proper teachers, and 
their work properly done. He trusted that evening classes would be established at 
the Jews’ Free School, at the Stepney Schools (whose premises had been placed at 
the disposal of the Federation) and other Jewish Schools, where children might 
tcquire additional instruction in more wholesome sorroundings than was possible 
in the majority of the Chedarim. (Cheers) |

On Sunday last a public meeting was held at the Jewish Working M-<«’s Club 
to further the cause of the Chovevei Zion Society. Sir FRANCIS MONDEFIORE, Batt., 
occupied the chair, and was supported by Mr. E. H. D’Avigdor, and Mrs. and Miss 
D’Avigdor, Mr. and Mrs. J. Prag, Dr. Hirsch, Mesars. E. N. Adler, M. Freedman, M, 
Greenberg, J. Levy, and A. Vecht. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that as was now doubtless well 
known, the chief objects of the Society were to revive the natiooal feeling in Israel 
and to promcte well considered schemes for the colonisation of Palestine by Jews. 
The objects were clear tothem all. The success of the Society had been mar- 
vellous. A year ago it wasa handfal, and already it numbered its thousands. One 
of the reasons of its success was that its schemes were not merely theoretical, but 

ractical. In any circumstances the idea of the colonisation of Palestine by 

ews must awaken their interest, but at the present time when many Russians and 
Poles were obliged to abandon the homes they had raised in those lands they stood 
in some need of every assistance which could be given to them to help them- 
selves. All forms of labour were honourable, but agriculture had always been held 
in high esteem. If the scheme were successful, and if it were systematically 
carried out it would under God's blessing be successfal, it would rid the community 
of the often repeated calumny that Jews would not undertake manual labour, but 
devoted themselves only toamassing wealth. He admitted that there were many 
great difficulties in the way of success, but none which were insurmountable. They 
were told that the land was sterile, but he was informed on unquestionable authority 
that with patience the land would at little cost give a good return for any capital 
and energy expended upon it, Theland was once fertile, and it would become so 
again.—( Loud cheers). 

Mr, EH. D’Aviapor, who spoke in German, taid that the occasion was an 

auspicious one for the Chovevei Zion when the representative of the late Sir Moses 
Montefiore, the champion of the Jews, the champion of Palestine, was in the chair. 
No trouble was too much, nor weather ioo severe forthe late Sir Moses Montefiore 
to serve Palestine—(Cheers). He hoped the Chairman would live as long as his 
uncle, he would not.add would do asmuch for Judaism asthe late Sir Moses Mon- 
tefiore had done, for that could scarcely fall to the lot of any two men, but that he 
would follow as far as was in his power the example set by his late uncle.—(Cheers). 
They should let their password be “Forward,” they should work in unison and 
with patience, and they would be rewarded by the success of their sehemes. 
They had done well the first year, they nrust do better the next, and still better in 
the third year. The leaders of the community were now coming forward to help 
and to guide them on to success, and he even hoped that the foremost men in the 
land would assist them. |

NortH LONDON HospiTat FoR CoNsuMPTION. —On Wedaesday last Mr. 
Bevjamin L. Cohen presided at the Festival Dinner of the North London Hospitai 
for Consumption held at the Hétel Métropole. Amongst those present were Dr. 
Henry Behrend, Mesers. H. L. Beddingtov, M. Beddington, Alfred L. Cohen, H. — 
Lebus, F. D. Mocatta, J. Sebag Montefiore, A. L. Solomon, and A. Wagg.. The 

Chairman, in proposing “ P:osperity to the North London Hospital for Consump- 
tion ” said that it was founded in 1860, and daring the 31 years of its existence it 
had admitted 5,987 in-patients, and had treated 214,625 out-patients. Statistics had 
shown that nowhere was consumption so great, and at the same time so successfully 
treated, ss in the metropolis, and the North London Hospital had contributed in no 
mean degree to that success. The hospital was a national one, and the title of the 
North London Hospital scarcely did justice to the wide area from which the 
patients were drawn. The object which the Committee had immediately in view 
was to raise the sum of £6,500 to complete the central block which, when opened, 
would provide accommodation for 30 additional in-pat‘ents. Towards this sum 
only 2,000 had been collected, and he appealed for contributions towards the re- 
mainder. The toast of the Houses of Parliament was proposed by Mr. F. D, Mocatts, 
and Sir John Kennaway, Bart., M.P., in replying for the House of Commons, said 
that he regretted Mr. Mocatta had not stood for Parliament, for his services 
would have been of great advantage to the coantry. Even if Mr. Mocatta could 
not be persuaded to seek Parliamentary honours, his friends would not be alto- 
gether sorry, for it was generally known that he had devoted bis life to acts of kind- 
ness and charity. Mr.J. D. Allcroft, in proposing the health of the Chairman, said 
that a great debt of gratitade was due to Mr. Cohen. The festivat under his presi- 
dency had been a success, and he had touched the hearts of his auditors by his 
stirring appeal. Mr. Cohen was known all over Eogland as a man who devoted him- 
self tocharitable work, and had, moreover, a great deal of influence with his friends 
in inducing then to reply to the call of charity. The donations on Mr. Cohen's 
list amounted to £920, and that oa M'ss Flora Golddsmid’s list to £454, her own 
contribution amounting to£284. Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, J.P., proposed the health 
of the Treasurer, the Committee, and the Stewards.

BIRMINGHAM. 

A very interesting event in the history of the Birmingham Hebrew Congre- 
gation tovk place on Sunday last, the 12th inst. A large proportion of members of 
the congregation and their families assembled in the school-room for the purpose 
of presenting a testimonial to Mr. M. Berlyn on his completion of 25 years’ service 
as Head-master of the schools and Secretary of the congregation and the various 
charitiee. ‘Mr, Henry Davis, President of the congregation, occupied the chair, and 
was supported by Mr. A. Bremer, Treasurer, Messrs. M. J. Goldsmid and M. Moses, 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the school Committee, the Executive of the Jewish 
charities and many leadiug members of the congregation. The event was rendered 
more interesting from the circumstance of its being coincident with Mr. Berlyo's 
silver wedding. In addition to a cheaue for a substantial amount four separate 
addresses were presented to Mr. Berlyn, on behalf of the congregation, the Hebrew 
National Schools, the Hebrew Philanthropic Society, and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians. Mr. Davis, in the course of his addresses, said that Mr. Berlyn’s duties 
were so multifarious that it was difficult to understand how he could fulfil them all 
and fulfil them so well. One hour he was acting as secretary for the council, the 
next he was busily engaged in connection with the Hebrew Board of Guardians in 
dispensing charity with a wise head and geverous heart, and another hour he was 
occupied with fatherly love aud care among the school children, making the school- 
house as bright and happy as it could possibly be, No education in the world could 
possibly be of any good unless it was based upon religion, and be (the chairman) 
was happy to say trat Mr, Berlyn was always extremely careful to instil sound 
religious education into the children committed to his ca‘e ; and it might be men- 
tioned as a result that atthe last examination in religious knowledge the passes 
were 94 per cent. compared with 9] in the preceding year. Neither had secular 
education been negiected, for although it was unfair to compare these schools with 
the schools of England and Wales which had unlimited funds at their command, 
in that school the parses at the Government inspection had been 97 per cent. for 
reading compared with 90 per cent. average, 91 in writing compared with 87, and 
in arithmetic 87 compared with 85, Mr. Albert Bremer, Mr. M. J. Goldsmid, Mr. 
M. Moss, Mr. Creamer, Mr. 8. Gordon, and the Rev. G. J. Emanuel also spoke. The 
latter said that Mrs, Berlyn had not only been a true wite and mother in Israel, but 
had done a world of good amongst the poor in connection with tne Ladies’ Society, 
and in her work in the recreation classes, Mr. Berlyn, who was received with pro- 
longed applause, in returning thanks, said that the great work which had been 
achieved in the school was not all due to his efforts, but largely to the exertions of 
the staff. Like every other man, he had had in the past twenty-five years times of 
joy and times of sorrow, but he had always been sure of meeting from his friends 
in Birmingham the profoundest sympathy, the wisest counsel, and the best advice.

LEEDS. | 
We regret to record the untimely’ death, after a few days’ illness, of Mr. 
Sigismund Ash, whereby the Jews of Leeds and especially the poorer classes have 
suffered an irreparable loss. Mr. Ash succumbed to a severe attack of double 
pneumonia in the 4Ist year of his age. He was a native of Posen, and came about 
20 years ago to Leeds, for the welfare of which he laboured in many ways. At the 
time of his death he was the senior partner in the firm of Ash Brothers, woollen 
manufacturers and merchants. A man of great genius, a perfect linguisc and an 
accomplished musician, Mr. Ash was withal most unostentatious, and was beloved, 
admired and respected by all who came into contact with him. Amongst a number 
of offices he held was that of President of the Leeds Central Liberal Association, he 
was one of the founders of the Leeds Symphony Society, member of the Board of 
Guardians, Hon. Lecturer in the Textile Department cf the Yorkshire Univeraity 
College, Hon. Secretary of the Leeds Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Hon. 
Secretary of the Leeds Hebrew Schools, founder of the Hebrew Choral Society, and 
lately had laboured hard for the creation of a Leeds Jewish Young Working Men's 
Club, which he would have opened this week had he been spared to do so. Some 
time ago Mr.Ash was invited to enter the TownCounvil,a request which he had to refuse 
owing to pressure of work, and only a few days before his illness a deputation of 
the leading merchants waited upon him to ask his permission to nominate him for 
the Leeds School Board. It was one of the greatest aims of Mr. Ash’s life to raise 
the Jew in the estimation of his Christian fellow-townsmen, and he had the grati- 
fication of finding that his efforts had not been in vain. Especially is it due to 
him that the foreign Jews strive to become good English citizens. He was 
their friend and adviser ; he studied their wants and requirements, and he assisted 
their poor to the best of his means. Through his exertion a considerable number of 
foreign Jews have b:come naturalised, each individual paying sixpence a week for 
this purpose into the hands of a Committee. The Jewish Schools in Leeds owe 
their very existence, not less than their success, to Mr. Ash. The funeral of the 
late Mr. Ash was attended by an immense concourse of Jews and Christians, 
belonging to all classes of the population. A very large number of wreaths were 
sent by relatives and personal friends, as also by the employés of the firm and 
the public bodies with which Mr, Asn had been connected. The burial service 
was read by the Rev. F. H. Forlezer, and an impressive address was delivered by 
the Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A , who showed that the departed had in every way acted 
up to the spirit and letter of the text, “ Prepare to meet thy God, O Israel.” Mr. 
Ash married barely nine years ago Beatrice; younger daughter of the late Mr. Beare 
Falcke (formerly of Bedford Square, London), whom he leaves, with three eons, to

munal schools—might not be curtailed through the fear of losing the fractional 
part of the Government grant. In the school which the community so efficiently 
maintained, the reports of the examiners conclusively proved that the Hebrew 
instruction no less than the secular continued ata bigh level of excellence. It 
could not be that they would hesitate to support that institution with liberal 
hands. The demands on the communal purse were many no doubt, and schemes 
often received help which led to a profitless waste of money. But in assisting 
education they were certain of a full and speedy return, There would not pass 
many days before they would find again the bread thus cast on the waters of life- 
giving doctrine. In asking them to support their Hebrew school he asked them to 
teach the teachers of the world to help to realise the promised time when the whole 
earth should be a Zion from which the word of the Lord might go forth.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Stepney Jewish Schools was held 
on Sunday at the institution, Stepney Green. Mr. Marcus N. Apuer, M.A., 
President, occupied the chair. 
Mr. ERNEST MORLEY, one of the Hon. Secretaries, read the annual report, 
which states that the condition of the school remains thoroughly satisfactory. Ihe 
number of pupils on the register at the end of the year was 762 (344 boys, 232 girls 
and 186 infants), an increase of 12 on the previous year’s figures. The average 
daily attendance was 693, or 91 per cent. of the total. The amount received from 
the parents was £390 4s. 9d. in respect of school fees, and £134 7s. 6d. for book fees 
making a total sum of £524 12s8.3d, The Committee consider the willingness of 
the parents, who are in many cases in humble circumstances, to pay so large 
an amount, is in itself a testimony to the thoroughness and ability of tne 
instruction provided. The total Government Grant was £710 2s, 6d, against 
£669 3s. 11. last year. The Rev. D. Fay having been compelled by pressure of 
other engagements to resign the poet of Examiner in Hebrew and Religion, has been 
succeeded by the Rev. J. F. Sterna, assisted by the Rey. Michael Adler. The 
Examiners have reported that they are well satisfied with all the Boys’ school with 
the exception of Standard IV., which they found weak, that the work in the Girls’ 
school was satisfactorily done, but “the standard of instruction was not high 
enough,” and that the Infants’ department knew their work well. The Committee 
consider the reports of the secular and religious examinations a proof of the energy 
and enthusiasm of the teaching staff, an exceptional strain having been thrown on 
the assistant teachers in the Boys’ scheol owing to the illness of the Head Master. 
The technical classes at the People’s Palace have again been continued during tne 
winter, and the Science and Art Department in South Kensington report the 
instruction given as “good.” Even more valuable testimony to the advantages of 
‘this instruction was afforded by the Annual Report of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, which referred in high terms to the classes. The classes in Gymnastics 
and Swimming have been continued. The schools suffered a severe loss on the 
retirement from the post of Treasurer of Mr. Adolph Arnholz, who has been suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Nelson Samuel, but arrangements have been made whereby Mr. 
Arnholz will continue to supervise the collection of school fees and the admission 
of new scholars. The Ladies’ Committee devote much time and trouble togthe 
supervision of the girls’ and infants’ schools and to the administraticn of the Soup . 
and Cocoa Fund. The Cookery class has been found most useful and it it hoped 
soon to arrange to teach the girls’ laundry work. A valuable gift of maps and 
educational pictures has been given to the schools by Mr. B. Barnett and a set of 
thirty-two diagrams by the Head Master for illustrating object lessons. A reference 
is also made to the institutionofa ‘ Happy Evening” at the school under the 
auspices of Mrs. Leon Lewisohn, a member of the Ladies’ Committee. The income 
from al] sources was £1,953, and the expenditure £2,159 19. 
Mr, M. N, ADLER, in moving the adoption of the report and balance sheet, 
said that the schools had made wonderful progress since their establishment 26. 
years ago. They commenced with 24 children, and had now nearly 800, The 
efficiency of the institution and the income, especially from school fees, had in- 
creased pari passu, Two especially gratifying features were the economy in manage- 
ment and the large amount derived from school fees without any undue pressure 
being put upon the parents. During the existence of the schools the whole aspest 
of the neighbourhood had changed. There was a very large Jewish populatioa 
within the radius of one mile trom the school, and his the Committee last en- 
larged the building they anticipated a greater influx of new pupils. There was 
still room for between 50 and 100 pupils, and he hoped this space would soon be 
filled. It was sad to find that a number of Jewish children attended Board Schools, 
where not only no Jewish instruction but actually Christian instruction was im- 
parted. If the parents could not afford to pay the full fees, the Committee would 
take in their children at as low rates as possible. It might be hoped toat the intro-— 
duction of cheap fares on the local tramway lines would bring more Jews into the 
district. The meeting had probably read in the Jewish press the report issued by 
the Federation of the Synagogues on the subject of Jewish instruction in Hast 
Lendon. That report, while speaking in unsatisfactory terms of the quality of the’ 
religious instruction given in the denominational and Board Schools to some 7,000 
children, made an exception in favour of the Stepney Schools. On inquiry it was 
found that no more than 15 pupils of their schools attended the Chedarim, and 
then only in order to learn the tonic accents used in the reading of the law, 
which the Committee did not teach but would be glad to introduce at special even -. 
ing classes. He had informed the representatives of the Federation that the Com- 
mittee would gladly place some of the school rooms at its disposal without making. 
any charge to supplement in the evening the instruction given there during the 
day. Mix with references to the syccess attending the special 
classes dealt wi the Committee's report. 
Mr. HENRY HyMANs pointed out that after deducting the income received from. 
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ildren, directly or through the Government, there was still a large deficit on 
ri a of instruction for each child, which should be made up by the detssaunity. 

Mr. B. Kiscu seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, He said that 
the account given of the success in each department was a sufficient reply to the 
allegation of certain persons that there was no longer any room or necessity for 
denominational schools, The work of the Stepney Jewish Schools must indeed be 
a surprise to those who read one of its reports for the first time. Referring to 
Mr. Hymans’s observations, he ssid it was almost a matter of course that, in an 
institution which had long been in existence and rarely made an appeal to the 
public, the subscriptions should decline. It was therefore necessary now and again 
to remind the community of the necessity for bringiog in new subscribers to re- 
place those who had dropped off. 

The motion of the President was then agreed to.
